Citrus fruit growers throughout 
the Nation this season will re¬ 
ceive approximately $5,000,000 
more than last year, the Depart¬ 
ment of agriculture states, pre¬ 
dicting an orange crop materially 
above the average and the lar¬ 
gest garpefruit crop in history. 

Value of principal citrus var¬ 
ieties will exceed $130,000,000, 
with the orange yield totaling 
60,891,000 boxes, which is 5 per 
cent above the 1928-32 average 
but 6 per cent short of the 
1931-35 record. The garpefruit 
crop will be 27,383,000 boxes, or 
6,000,000 more than the previous 
record of 21,357,000 boxes in 
1934. 

The California lemon crop is 
estimated at 8,316,000 boxes, a 
gain of 500,000 boxes over last 
season and more than 1,000.000 
boxes over the 5-year average. 

California’s orange crop is set 
at 37,684,000 compared to 21,000- 
000 boxes from Florida and 1,- 
600.000 from Texas. 

Florida this year will produce 
16.500,000 boxes of grapefruit, 
Texas, 4,000.000 boxes and Cali¬ 
fornia, 2,343.000 boxes.
